4. In the response filed April 12, 2010, Applicants have elected Group I, without 
traverse. The compound of Example 18 is the preferred species. 

5. Based upon the response filed April 12, 2010, the species election is withdrawn. 

6. Non-elected claims 27-29 are rejoined with the invention of Group I. 

7. Applicants preserve the right to file divisional applications drawn to the non- 
elected subject matter of claims 16, 26, and 30. 

8. There is no support for the drawings filed September 7, 2006. Accordingly, the 
drawings have been deleted. 

9. The documents cited on the PTO-892 have been cited in the International Search 
Report. The prior art references alone or in combination forms do not teach nor suggest 
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structurally similar compounds as those instantly claimed. There is no motivation to 
modify the prior art compounds to derive the compounds as claimed. Accordingly, 
claims 1-3, 17-25, and 27-29 are allowed.
